tained today about it, but it is said 
that the witnesses testified Captain

still when the Nantucket rammed her 
amidships and sheared her in two.

philanthropist and Xew York merch- 
ant prince who retired from business 
this month in order to devotes his 
entire time to the development of his 
great Palestine projects, was born in 
Rhenish, Bavaria, sixtj-six jears ago 
Sunday.

world. All of this work is non-sec- 
tarian, and Moslems and 
Christians 


are welcomed to partake of its bene- 
fits quite as readily as Jews.

New York, Jan. 31.—An Influx o"f 


foreign butter from all parts of the 
world, due to the reduction of the 
ariff from 5 to 2% cents a pound, 
las caused a decline in the New York 
wholesale -price of 10 cents a pound 
since the first of the year. 


Butter has been coming to this 


ity from as far off as Australia, by j 
way of San Francisco. Shipments 
lave also come from the Argentine, 
Denmark and Siberia. 


These shipments, butter 
dealers 


admitted today, have created mark- 
d uneasiness In the wholesale mar- 
tet, with the result that there has 
>een an unloading of surplus stocks. 
Today the best grade of butter was 
selling at 26 % to 27 cents a pound 
wholesale. 


It is generally admitted here that 


the price of bntter in this country 
will be kept In the future at a lower 
average level than before.

WANTS T0 AID 


TOE FARMERS 


Washington. Jan. ai-.- 


«7 year congress does more and more 
for the farmer. The Hpproprlations tor 
the UKricultural department have in- 
creased iu the past twenty years from 
$2.000.000 to $20,000.000, all In the In- 
>tera*t of farmers, although a large 
portion of the sum UUH gone Into scien- 
tific bureaus, weather sen-ice, travel- 
ing expenses, inspection service and a 
lot more side Issues which only inci- 
dentally affect the farmer. 


But more and more Interest Is paid 


to the farmer. Legislation In the in- 
terest of. the farmer receives more con- 
sideration than formerly. More mem- 
bers of congress talk about doing 
something for the agriculturalist and 
mean it than ever before. 
Legisla- 


tion for the farmer in the future, as 
in the past, will benefit a lot of Indi- 
vidual workers who know how to get 
the most out of appropriations, but at 
the same time the legislation will be 
for the benefit of the agricultural class. 


If They Would Organize. 


If the farmers could organize as the 


labor unions they would have congress 
"kotowing" to them. It Is true that 
in spite of the fact that only about 
2,000,000 labor men are organized, they 
get Just about what they want in the 
way of legislation. At least, they get 
a great deal more than congress wants 
to grant them, and all because they 
have the organized voters in various 
congressional districts 


Farmers once undertook to organize 


as an alliance. Grange organizations 
have often tried to speak for the farm- 
ers to congress, but it will take an or- 
ganization which stands firm, pulls to- 
gether and votes to have effect 


Have the Information. 


It was Just after the president's mes- 


sage had been delivered on the trust 
question, and Murdock of Kansas was 
questioning Chairman Adamson of the 
interstate commerce committee. 


"Will you have hearings?" asked 


Murdock. 


"I can't say yet," replied Adamson. 


"With all the messages, bills, reports, 
letters, documents, etc., which we have 
not yet read and digested. It may be 
that we will have information enough 
to proceed without giving hearings." 


And the house seemed to acquiesce, 


for the members know that if the com- 
mittees ever begin hearings on the 
trust question there will be no possible 
adjournment until late in the fall. 


Doing the Impossible.

gressman Butler of Pennsylvania, "to 
bear a man get up in the house, when 
five or ten minutes bave^been given 
him, and begin by saying7 'It will be 
impossible for me in the limited time 
at my disposal to discuss this momen- 
tous question.' and then go right along 
and discuss it The chances are that 
he will be given leave to extend his re- 
marks in the Record, with the result 
that we will see several pages of elab- 
orate discussion of the subject which 
he could not discuss in the limited time 
at his disposal!

Washington, prepared to take up the 
investigation. 


Some of tne survivors, worn out by 


exposure and hardships, spent rest- 
less nights or lay on hospital cots, 
while others were on their way to 
their homes today. Some of them 
were recounting the>r horrible exper- 
iences of yesterday and gave graphic 
descriptions of the collision and the 
events that followed. The Nantucket, 
which lay in her berth at the dock in 
a badly battered condition, was a sol- 
emn reminder 
of 
yesterday's 
sea 


tragedy. 
She was viewed by 
hun- 


dreds of the curious. 


When the 
Old Dominion liner 


Monroe which went down to the bot- 
tom of the sea yesterday after she 
had been rammed by the Nantucket 
of the Merchants and Miners line, 
was commissioned eleven years ago 
it was found that she carried 
too 


much weight on her upper decks to 
be thoroughly seaworthy and within 
six months after she was completed 
she returned to the local shipyard to^ 
have all the weight possible taken* 
from her superstructure. 
To that 


end a large observation room was re- 
moved from her hurricane 
decks, 


several hatches were taken off the 
forecastle deck, her main mast was 
removed, her smokestacks shortened 
ten feet and her foremast cut down, 
leaving her With a single stick. 


This relieved to some measure the 


unusual roll of the ship in a sea but 
because of her great free board that 
roll could not be reduced to what is 
regarded as normal. 


When the shock came, he said, "We 
got up and dressed and wasted time 
that mignt have saved the poor girl's 
life." 


By the time they reached the main 


saloon the ship hau keeled so that the 
sidewall was their floor. "There was 
a lurch," said Harrington, "and Mar- 
garet was thrown "0 feet and lodged 
under the bench built along the sides 
of the cabin. I slid and scrambled 
after her. When 1 took hold of her 
she screamed and pointed to her right 
arm. It was broken 
and 
hanging 


limp. 


" 'Don't touch me,' " she screamed. 


'For God's sake let me die.' 
I tolu 


her she would have to come and she 
would feel better about it.later. Oh, 
God, 
she was right, and I didn't 


know it. But I got her loose. 


"Then the ship sagged back again 


and there was a rush of water that 
washed us out to the deck. I man- 
aged to get off our outer clothes. Then 
we let go and the ship went away 
from under us." 


Harrington told how he tried 
to 


swim holding his wue by the broken 
arm but this 
pained 
her so that 


finally he twisted her long hair into a 
rope close to her head and taking it 
in his teeth, floatedon nis back, keep- 
ing the woman's head on his chest. 
One life boat passed within ten feet, 
he said, and ignored their 
calls for 


help. After nearly two hours another 
boat came. 
"I held Margaret up to 


them," continued Harrington, "and a 
sailor said, 'Let her go. She is dead.' 
She is not dead I said to him, and you 
take her* aboard, If you don't want to 
go to hell wilh murder on your soul. 
So they took her in. And she opened 
her eyes and smiled at me. 


"When they got me aboard the ship 


they put her in one staterooiii and left 
her and put me in another. I believe 
that if a doctor had given her a stim- 
ulant she might have lived." 


SURVIVORS OF THE 


STEAMER MONROE 


REACH NEW YORK

New York, Jan. 31.—Six survivors 


of the disaster to the steamship Mon-- 
roe reached here early today over 
the Pennsylvania railroad from Nor- 
folk. Among them was Thomas Har- 
rington, of Bridgeport, Conn., accom- 
panying the body of his wife, who 
died after being taken aboard the 
rescue ship Nantucket. Representa- 
tives of the Old Dominion liner met 
the survivors here and aided them m 
every way possible. 


Harrington was the passenger who 


swam in the cold water, supporting 
his wife by holding her hair in his 
teeth. "I am too weak to talk." he 
said. 
''All that 1 know is that my 


wife is dead." 


Mr. Harrington was on his way to 


Norwalk, Conn., where his 
wife's 


parents reside. 


Harrington's father, 
Joseph, and 


his brother, Joseph jr., met him here. 
"Tell them what 
happened, 
Tom," 


said the father. 


"We all want to know and it will 


get it off your mind." 


Then in a dull monotone the young 


man told his storj. Harrington and 
his wife had a stateroom on the side 
where the Monroe 
was 
rammed.
